Hugh B. Dftvla*, county attorney 
of Kavarro county, and formerly 
district judge, has secured a pat- 
ent on a fluid stabilizer from Thom- 
as B. Robertson, commissioner of 
patents, and has already received 
several Inquiries concerning the ac-^ 
qulsltlon of the patent The patent 
was Issued May 14, 192D, for seven- 
teen, years, and was filed with the 
patent office in Washington, D. C., 
Sept 7, 1928. 
The patent number Is 1,713,170! 
This patent J* to curtail and pre- 


vent many accidents on railroads 
when oil tanks and other tank cars 
turn over while round curves at 
high rates of speed.. Judge l*aviss 
stated that .he had been In many 
trials where the cause of railroad 
acidenta was prlven to have been 
caused by tank cars rounding 
curves at high rate of speed and 
the fluids in the cars caused buck- 
ling and derailments by sloshing 
upward while on the curves which 
causes the center of gravity to be 
raised in the cars. 
In the invention to curtail this 
raising of the center of gravity, the 
Inventor has patented sheet steel 
deflecting shields to be placed with- 
in the tank cars which Is 3-4 inch
